REMARKS 

Responsive to the Notice to File Corrected Application Papers, Applicant 
attaches a duplicate set of compact discs with only ASCII filed with covering 
documents showing the content of the duplicate discs, the machine format, D/S 
compatibility, a list of the files and their names, the byte size and the date of creation.
